The result was that they
became constant attendants there, became
interested in religion in the coturse of a few
months, and to this day are active members
of that church."”

“Many of the soholars are fine readers, and |
some have committed large portions of the |
Bible to memory, and have recited passages J
of Beripture to the school. The average at-
tendance for the year hasg besn 75 teachera ‘

and 150 echolars, Some are quite good |
singers, and one can play seven or perhaps
ten pieces of sacred music on the smalforgan.
They bave a strong aversion to their teachers
baving charge of more than two pupils, and
in many insfances ti:ej' :_\]'efer the whole at-
tention of the teacher to one scholar. Here
lies the consequent difficulty of supplying 4
sufficient number of regular teachers from
the usual congregation of any church, Most
of the teachers are the same who are engaged
in the regular Sabbath-school of the chareh,
and it requires a good sapply of missionary
spirit to inhor thus,"

Dr. H. M. Storrs named as effeo-
tive means the sending out of the right kind
of men as missionaries; mission work carried
on by individual churches; colonization, and
union of all the churches of the city to help
needy churches and start new ones. The
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher dwelt npon the
gocial lifg as an essential element of the
strength of Congregational churches. The
evening session was devoted to the conside-
ration of woman's work in the churches.
There are now fourteen Congregational
churches in Brooklyn. There have been
seven more, which have died.

BAPTIST,

—There are now three Baptist missionaries
in Italy—Mr. Watt and Dr. Coate, in Rome,
and Mr. Olarke, in La Spezia. Mr. Olarke
writes that he has commenced a day-school
in La Spezia, and that the village station
commenced near the city is progressing very
nicely. The mission is not sustained by any
committee, but is dependent for support upon
individual contributions, which have thus far
not been wanting.

—The mission among the freedmen in the
Sounthwest, having headquarters at Cairo, in-
creases in interest and importance every year.
Churches multiply; the scholars in the sohools
increase, and make rapid progress in their
studies; the influence o? the missionaries be-
comes more and more extensive, and deci-
dedly good. There is only one serious draw-
back—lack of funds. The collections for this
work during a year or more have been very
meagre, and, a8 a consequence, the teachers
and missionaries have not been paid, and the
burdens of poverty and aotual want have been
added to their severe labors. Unless fuods
are supplied, these devoted laborers will be
forced to leave the field, and that very soon.
